The body was in a crouched position, 


and was jh a small alcove of tho river 


on. the western bank, a short distance 
south of the bridge. The discovery 
was reported to the proper authori- 
ties, also to Dr. Farley, coroner, an% 
the dead man was scon afterwards re 
movéd to Tickell & Sons’ undertaking 
establishment, but was not ‘prepares 
for burial, as it was deemed necessary 
to hold an inquest. : 

The circumstances of the case are 
fresh in the minds of our readers.“ On 
Thursday evening last, express’ train 
No. 7, which arrives here from ‘the 
east at 5.25 p. m., “had” on «board 
amongst its many passengers a man 
who evidently desired to disembark at 
this city, but ho did not do so.

From papers and doc- 
uments found ‘in tho valise it “was as- 
certained that it belonged to a person 
named P. H, O'Donrell, a boiler mak- 
er, of Brooklyn, N. ¥., and who was 
said to have come to this city to en- 
gege in his occupation. The police 
officers procured rubber boots and 
made a minute search of the river near 
the bridge, also about the embank 
ment, but no trace of tho missing 
man could be found, That. tho body 
found on Sunday morning is that of 
‘O'Donnell there seems to be no doubt, 
In falfing from the train the unfor- 
tunate man was probably stunned, anil 
rolled into tho river and was carried 
& short distance down the stream. Thy 
water was by no means’ deep where 
the body was found. 

The victim is a man probably 45 ta 
GO years of age and fairly well ae 
The face is adorned with a mustache | 
and chin whiskers which are neatly 
Ho was comfortably antl 
well dressed, and a small sum of mon- 
ey was found’ in the\ pocket of his 
trousers.

Wit- 
ness with a follow officer made a thor 
ough search of the river but could 
find any traco of the missing .man 
The hat and grip wero found on the 
onst side of the bridge near the pump 
house, Jying on tho track. Tho two 
efficers searched ,the river with lant- 
cerns as best they-could. They search- 
within a few yards of where the bods 
was found. The man jumped out of 
the coach window. In the valise there 
were some papers which showed thr 
aame of P. H. O'Donnell and a union 
card showing that the owner was a 
member of the boiler makers’ union of 
An envelopp had the 
address of Mr. O'Donnell, an attorney 
at law in Pennsylvania., 

Mr. J. L. Tickelt testificd that upon 
searching the clothing of the deceased 
« dollar bill was found in the rght 
shoe. 

This being all the'witneases available | 
al present, the enquiry was adjourned { 
until 3 o'clock Wednesday ‘afternoon 
at the police court room. 

Chief Newton at noon was called up 
on the telephone by Mr. R. J, O'Don- 
nell, attorney at law at Wikesbarre, 
Pa., stating that the body found here 
in the river was no doubt his brother, 
P. H. O'Donnell, who resided at 
Brooklyn, N.Y. Mr. O'Donnell will 
com to this city to claim the body.

ducer. The farmers are-backing their 
new enterpriso,with a fund of $100,- 
600 and announce'that they stand 
ready to provide several times this 
amount if they find it necessary. 
Fruits, vegetables, butter, eggs an: 
poultry are the chief staples that are 
to be handled. Tho experiment is be-

Some Pointers to Bear in Mind When 
Good Layers are on, Demand. 


Ajgeneral knowledge of the simple 
laws of breeding is very necessary in 
dealing. with, any class of-stock, and 
poultry are-no exception jo the, rule. 
For one. thing, itis very unwise In- 
deed to use related birds, since this 
s0 often ends jn disaster. Sometimes 
in-breeding, as ‘it is called, is neces- 
sary, but this-does not apply to the 
ordinary utility poultry-keeper, Maay 
cases have been known In which quite 
clése in-breeding has been carried on 
with no apparent ill-effects. On the 
other hand, in many more cases, a8 2 
result of using related stock- birds, 
the prolificacy and health of a strain 
thave been very greatly impaired. The 
progeny of related parents fencerally 
posses¢ poor constitutions, they ar¢ 
difficult to rear, while they do not 
develop so quickly or to so large ¢ 
size as do the Snes of unreiatec 
stock birds.

If the soil Is too. wet, the bacteria 
cannot: work, and if too hard, the air 
containing the nitrogen can not get 
to them. 5 

All plants which have the ability 
to add nitrogen to the soll, like alfalfa, 
are called legumes. Some legumes 
closely related ~jo alfalfa are sweet, 
red and white’ clover; some more 
distantly related are beans and peas. 


BREED A SEED GRAIN 

Farmers as a rule~are paying more 
attention to the selection of their 
seed grain. since the Canadian Seed 
Growers’ Association’ ‘commenced its 
work. As a rule, farmers are too 
careless in the selection of seed grain. 
Too many: thresh all the grain to- 
gether and then take what is wanted , 
from the bin for seed. The simplest 
plan and the best plan ‘s to start 
before’ cutting and select the best 
part’ of the’ field, cut, store, and 
thresh it! by: itself. $

Proper Methods of Teaching a\Young 
Horse to be Hesponsive and 
Steady on the Bit. 


There is a marked anal@gy between 
teaching a child to write and. making 
s colt’é mouth. In both instances you 
are cultivating’ muscles and nerves 
The bit is usually put in the mouth, 
and the ,colt driven before he under- 
stands anything about pressure from 
it, and what it means. By following 
out this lack of method “many bad 
habits may result, particularly- -in 
sensitive, nervous horses, who readily 
chafe under any discomfort. 

The experience of repeated {rrita- 
tion, In connection with the mouth, 
leads to such bad habits as putting 
the tongue over the bit, tongue lolling, 
drawing the tongue up in the mouth, 
going with the mouth open, crossing 
the jaws, side lining, pulling, un- 
steady carriage of the heed, carrying 
the head too high or too low, going 
corner-wise, carrying the head’ side- 
ways, hitching, interfering, mixing the 
gait, rearing, plunging, and running 
away. 

In order that we can oe a horse's 
mouth reaponsive and steady, It is 
necessary, to get the tongue to stand 
a reasonable amount of pressure from 
the bit, as this organ protects the 
bars of the lower jaw from undue 
pressufe and injury. In Itivating 
the mouth: the first step {s-to simply 
put a bit in it for a few days to get 
the colt used to its presence, then by 
slow degrees exert increasing pressure 
on the tongue by the use of reins 
buckled to Ahe bit, and then buckled 
back, on Wither side, to a surcingle. 
The mistake {s frequently made of 
having these reins too short at firat, 
and thereby exerting too much 
pressure on the tongue before it be- 
comes inured to it. The reins at first 
should. be only sufficiently tight, so 
that when the colt holds.its head in 
{ts natural. position the slightest 
amount of pressure Is brought to bear 
on the tongue, but when he #ticks his 
nose out he feels the increased 
pressure, and the restraining in- 
fluence of the bit, and he yields to it. 
Constant repetition of this results In 
frequent yielding, thus cultivating 
responsiveness, and at the same time 
habituating the tongue to. pressure. 
Every. day or so the reins can be 
shortened slightly, thus increasing the 
pressure by slow degrees, but never 
sufficiently to tire the nerves and 
muscles, so that the colt will fight it 
or hang on St. If he drops his head 
too low, use a bearing rein, in ad- 
filtion to the other reins. Use a se- 
parate bit for the bearing rein. 


Farther Education 


- A couple of weeks of this sort of 
treatment in a box stall will be a good 
start in making the mouth responsive. 
Leading-the colt about or lunging him 
with the bitting tackle on will still 
further..promote ‘the education of the 
mouth, but you cannot finish the 
making of the mouth in this way, 
It has to be done in harness, or in the 
saddle. A great déal depends upon 
the ‘delloacy of touch of the driver 


or rider of a colt, as to the progress | The aooll 


the-mouth makes In responsiveness. 
The hand should be light, but steady, 
the mouth should aways be felt, and 
the colt kept collected, as well as the 
progress of his education will per- 
mit.. Loose rein drivers are an abo- 
mination,- as, they teach the mouth 
nothing, and are apt to spoil a horse's 
gait. Hitching, forging, and bad car- 
riage. are promoted by loose rein 
drivers.

In one Province there are 714 as 
sociations of farmers for various pur- 
poses, including yenoral’ agriculture, 
bee-keoping,* live stock ‘rearing, in- 
‘surance, ete. 

The situation in brief is. this:— 
Whereas twents-fivo years ago the 
peoplo wero indifferent and in some 
cases the farmera-were actually defiant |. 
of all ideas of progress, now their at- 
titude ‘is changed. They havo seen 
with their own eyes from demonstra- 
tions what{can be done in various 
branches of agriculture.

ualties on the railroads of the coun- 
try during the ycar which ended June 
30th, 1911, are showing in a report is- 
sucd by, the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, as 10,396 killed and 150,- 
139 injured. , Of this number 439 kill. 
ed und 7,257 injured are classed ulh- 
der the head of “industrial accidents” 
which dd not involve the movement 
of cars or engines on rails. Of per- 
sols trespassing on railroad property, 
walking. on tracks, or stealing sides, 
5,287 were killed and 5,674 injured, 

During the year, one railroud eni- 
ployee was killed’ to every 458 cia- 
ployed, and one employee injured to 
every thirteen employed. The num- 
ber of employees on June 30th, 111, 
is given us’ 1,648,033.

Famous Journalist's Influence. Over 
the Affairs of India 
One of the most famous journalists 
of his time, and one w4u0 exercised a 
powerful influence over the affairs of 
yur great Eastern Dependency, has 
just died.

One of the strangest maritime acci- 
dents in the annals of English sbip- 
ping came to Nght with the return of 
the captaln and nine sutvivors of the | 
coasting steamer Eastern Countles, 
trading between Yarmouth and Hull, 
which turned turtle off the mouth of 
the Humber, resulting in the death of 
four of the crew. -The rescued rien 
came to port on the stcainer Nautilus, 
which picked them up ehortly after 
the. accident. The Lustern Counties 
turned’ turtle without ws-ning and in 
perfectly calm+weather. None of the 
rescued can give an explanation: for 
the accident. Accompanying: Captain 
Rogers was a Mr. Tunbridge, who had 
a remarkable experience. ‘The heeling 
over of the vessel threw him from his 
berth to the floor, Scizing overcoat 
and boots, he rushed on deck, only to 
find several of the crew struggling in 
the water. Six other men: followed 
him on deck, and, seeing the. vessel 
going over, they dived overboard. 

Mr. Tunbridge climbed the sloping 
dack, and, as the vessel went over one 
way, he clambered over‘her raised side 
until he sat astride the keel with not 
more than his boots wet. Six of his 
companions, seeing him safe, swam 
back and climbed up beside him, and 
all were safely taken off by a small

There can be cco- 
nomy in many ways, it Is pointed 
out, by the substitution of turbine 
engines for reciprocating engines, 
thereby reducing the coal required 
per horse-power from 4lb. or 5lb, to 
1%lb, or 21b,; by the further replace- 
ment of turbines by gas engines, rals- 
ing the economy to 30 per cent. of the 
total energy available in the coal, and 
thus lowering. the coal consumption 
per horse-power to llb. or 1%lb.; by 
«creating the power at the pltmouth 
and diatributing, it electrically, aa Is 
already done ifthe north of England. 
There are other methods by which 
economy can be effected, but none of 
them perhaps so obvious as that of 
checking waste in the domestic grate 
as well as the factory chimney. 


TWO NEW LAKES 

A spectacular feature attending the 
building of the barge canal, in New 
York State, is a’ change in the map 
of the state that will add to its lakes 
two bodies of water of considerable 
size. p 

A profile of the.canal across the 
state shows a continuous descent from 
Lake Erie to the confluence of Seneca 
and Onelda rivers, then a rise to the 
comparatively low divide in the vicin- 
ity of Rome, followed by another con- 
tinhous descent, to the Hudson. From 
this It will be seen that there are two 
critical points in furnishing a. water 
supply for the canal. The problem at 
the western end is readily solved by 
the abundance to Lake Eric, but 
throughout the history of the state 
canais, the question of supplying the 
Rome summit level has always pre- 
sented’ more difficulties, and has led 
to the building of a chain of ‘reser- 
volrs among the hills to the south and 
within the Adtrondacks on the north. ; 
For the enlarged canal these existing 
sources are retained, and the two 
large‘ reservoira‘are added,

revealed a situation that’ is ‘not, 
the eredit of the Liberal party whose 
leader is’ now‘ campaigning “Ontario 
for the cause of -the people. 
power at Ottaxa, Ontari 
the’ Federal’.Parliament so tied up 
the water powers of the Trent Valley 
Canal system to corporate interests 
that, Sir James ‘Whitney and his Pow- 
er Minister: were. nearly completely 
prevented. from: giving the towns ‘of 
central Ontario cheap power. Under 
tho regime of the Hon. G. P. Graham 
one water power after another on the 
Trent Valley Canal system passed to 
tho electric merger now doing busi- 
ness as the Electric Company, Ltd. 
Its head offices are in Toronto, and 
Cecil B. Smith, former chief engineer 
of the Hydro-Electric Commission, is 
credited with being “the brains’ of 
the concern. 

With the advent of the Borden Gov- 
ernment Sir James Whitney and Hon- 
Adam Beck see some relief from the 
situation. Hon. Mr, Beck, on behalf 
ef the Hydro-Electric Commission, and 
a deputation representing the muni- 
cipal pouncils of J’eterborough and 
Lakefield, will wait upon Hon. Frank 
Cochrane, the new. Minister of Rail- 
ways and Canals, on Friday to sccure 
the right to -develpp and transmit 
power from dam Nv. 4 on the Canal 
shove Peterborough, and also to have 
the rights of the Commission set forth 
as to the transmission of power from 
dam No, 5, where the Otonabee Power 
Co. have a development plant. R. R. 
Hall, of Peterborongh is the head ‘oi 
this concern. So far Peterborough 
has been unable to secure any relief 
from the Otonabee Power Compaury 
which is in contro! of the situation, 
and which secures its supply from a 
rource beyond the reach of the Pro 
vincial Government, since the source 
*v a canal and therefore under Feder- 
cl jurisdiction. 

Peterborough has had an inadequate 
supply of power for some time and 
has been unable to secure more from 
the Otonabee Company or a satisfac 
tory promiso of more. The present 
supply is transmitted five miles to the 
city and the company claims that the 
water power which jt has is developed 
to capacity. This water power an: 
the ono at dam No, 4 above it are 
capable of generating 4,000 horse paw- 
er, and Peterborough and Lakefield 
sre anxious to have these developed on 
behalf of tho public. 

Under Hon. G. P. Graham no re- 
lief could be sceured and the Hydro- 
Electric Commission were powerlcas 
to ail the municipalities as these wat- 
ei-powers were under Federal, and, 
st that time, antagonistic control. 

The conference will also have the 
effect of clearing up the entire situa- 
tion and put an end to the Graham 
policy of preempting from the public 
the Trent Valley waterpowers to ob-

To Fight Decree. 


Ottawa, Nov, 20.—E, A. Lancaster's 
bill to amend the marriage act is a 
direct legislative effort to overcome 
the ne temere decree The Lincoln 
member proposes to amend chapter 
105 of the revised statutes of 1906 by 
adding two sections as follows: 

“Every ceremony or form of mar- 
riage heretofore or hereafter perform- 
ed by sny person authorized to per- 
form any ceremony of marriage by the 
laws of the place. where it is perform- 
ed. and duly performed according to 
such laws. shall everywhere within 
Canada be deemed to be a valid mar- 
riage notwithstanding any differences 
in the religious faith of the apersens 
so married, and without regard to the 
religion of the person performing the 
ceremony- 

“The rights and duties of the re- 
fpective persons marricd as aforesaid 
as married people. and of the chil- 
dren of such marriage shall be’ abso- 
lute and complete, and no law or 
canonical decree_or custom of or in 
any. province of Canada shall have 
any force or effect to invalidate or 
qualify any such marriage or any of 
the rights of the said parties or their 
children in any manner whatsoever.”

WHAT THE ALCHEMISTS SOUGHT 


A gramme of radium dispenses 
energy chiefly In the form of heat at 
a rate which fs about’ dne hundred 
and twenty gramme-calories per 
hour; or, to draw a comparison, a 
given weight of radium radiates the 
same amount of heat-energy in sixty- 
five hours as would be given off by 
the complete combustion of an equal 
welght of good ‘coal; and, while the 
latter would be entirely:consumed, the 
capacity of the radium for continued 
radiation would not be materially 
leeened, for/its exhaustion would 
only be complete after a period of 
from seventeen hundred to two thous- 
and years. Thus a minute qoantity 
of radium distributed throughout the 
earth would cause a rise in tem- 
perature of the surrounding rock, and 
a scientist has expressed his 
surprise that, from an investigation of 
the outer layers of the earth's crust, 
the internal heat Is not even greater 
than it fs from this cause. 

The experiments of Professor Soddy 
show that radium {s not directly form- 
ed from uranium, but_that there [s 
probably an intermediate’ substance 
formed in the uranium-radium series, 
with a Jong period of life which may 
be ten thousaad years. The radium * 
is therefore only one stage of a series 
of transformations which we have 
been able to isolate, and {t is hard to 
resist the conclusion that In this 
series wo find to some extent what 
the alchemists of old were in rearsht

(From our own correspondent.) 
MONTREAL, - Nov. 25. — While 
totse thieves are now generally sup- 
posed to live only in ficton and the 
eatly history of the West, the fact 
has just been brought to light here 
that Montreal is the “greatest centre 
of horse stealing that the country 
has known. So active are the horse 
thieves here and so common are the 
thefts, that there 1s angry talk of a 
return to tho punishmept which was 
[meted out in the western States for 
this offence half! a century ago. Not 
only are borses taken in broad day- 
light, ‘but. also the vehicles to which 
they aro attached.* There are appar- 
ently organized bands of horsé anJ 
wagon étealers and there seems to be 
little risk, once this’ property comes 
into their possession. One local gree 
cer has had horses and wagons stolen 
eight times within the last few monthe 
involving in each case a Joss of from 
$100 and $500. Recently a horse fas- 
tened in front of a store on a crowded 
street was taken by a thief who 
simply Jed him for a fow blocks before 
taking off in’ sight of hundreds of | 
persons. Thera is little difficulty in | 
disposing of the horses and wagons, 
The wapona aro repainted and sol, 
while tho horses aro disguised pre- 
Paratory to thoir disposal. So clover- 
ly’is this work done that one dealer 
recently actually purchased a team | 
and wagon that had been stolen from } 
lim. The horses had been cleverly 
dyed but certain pecvliarities led to a 
closer investigation, which proved 
that the purchaser had re-bought hix 
own property. Tho irate owner and 
purchaser is now attempting ta or- 
Fanizn vigilance committers, 
MARRIAGE COMMERCIALIZED. 
That even marriage has been com: 
mercialized here and made the basix 
of a profitable if novel business was 
brought. to light this week as the re- 
sult of a qicer suit arising from the 
desire of an axious couple to be unit- 
el withont delay. There are, it 
seems, a number of persons who‘mahk« 
a business of making marriage easy. 
Alt of them are ready to lead couples 
who wish to be married to the near- 
€st notary or other official empowere] 
to perform the marriage ofremony. 
For such serrica they are accustomed 
to recaive one-half of the fee which 
the bridegroom chooses to gien, 
“hich prpoves a vers profitable source 
of income.

A MIGRATORY. FACTORY. 
Montrealers this week havo been 
staring curiously at the first migra- 
tory factors which has ever been seen 
here, or for that matter anywhere clse 
in thig country, which is at present 
anchored in the harbor, having just 
arrived from eastern waters. This 
uniqno plant is a Moating fish oil: fac 
tory, the only one of its kind in the 
world, and represents an investment 
of nearly $1,000,000. Its existence ix 
tiuo to the belicf of one man that it 
is more economical to more the plant 
to the raw product than to bring the 
raw produc’ to the plant, at least in 
this peculiar field.

"POVERTY IN. GERMANY 


The High Cost of Living ‘Causes Dis- 
tress Among the Poor. 

The high cost of lving, general all 
over "Europe, has made Itself felt to 
such an extent In Germany that the 
various: municipal authorities are do- 
Ing, their utmost to find means of al- 
leviating the distress of the poorer 
classes. Some of these endeavorta 
have been directed towards granting 
special increase of wages to munie!pal 
employes, : policemen, postmen, street 
cleaners, etc.. and this cxample has 
been followed by some of the larger 
large firms, one>or two of the big 


German banks having granted: their |’ 


employes special “teurung”™ (high ly- 
{ng cost) increases of- salaries, a dis- 
Nnction being made: between unmar 


jfled men and those who have a famt- 


ly to support. The firs® experiment 
in actually providing the masses with 
cheaper food has, however, been made 
by the Berlin City Council. This is to 
be accomplished by making Berlin a 
clty of fish eaters, The authorities 
will buy sea fish in large quantities 
at the fishing harbors and sell at low 
prices through specially ‘appoluted 
fishmongers in the Berlin markets; It 
ts a significant fact that, although fish 
Is, of course, to be seen on tho tables 
of the middle class and upper classes 
In Berlin, fish consumption, with, the 
exception of the smoked and dried 
variety, is almost unknown among the 
working people.

LIFE iN A LONDON SLUM. 

A thrilling lecture was given at the 
Baptist church last night by Rev.

.the more imperative duty of the two. Fifteen years have made 
strange bedfellows among certain of the government branches, and # 
rearrangement in this regard should come first on the administration's 
Programme. It/is satisfactory to see that the situation is appreciated 
It is‘already announced that the annuities branch will be severed from 
thetrade and commerce department aiid attached to the post office 
where in the nature of things it belongs. Surely, also, if'an onlooke 
may. judge, the archives should be coupled with the ides of a nati 
library, instead of being hitched as at present to the department’of 
riculture. And why should the immigration branch of the departr: 
of the interlor and the public health branch of the department of agri- 
culture both perform imperfectly defined duties as to the inspection o! 
immigrants? And why should there be two or three government !ab- 
oratories, each working independently of the other in Ottawa? A still 
more pressing demand is for the amalgamation of the census branch 
with the labor department, both of which are charged with the work of 
research and each of which could bring strength to the other not only 
in economy of organization, but in the practical interchange of ideas 
and ‘working methods. If half we hear of the census is true, it is badly 
in need of the practical outlook which the department of labor coulil 
lend'to it, and the department itself would do well in future to drop 
its ‘spectacular’ strikebreaking programme devised to bring the late 
mimster into the limelight, and try to turn out more of the literature 
that helps to throw light on social and economic questions generally. 
But the time for correcting these anomalies of organization is now, 
while the Government can bring a new cye to the situation and before 
useiand wont begin to blunt the perception of the need for it and to 
create a fecling of vested rights on the part of the ministers. Nothing 
can pay. government better than efficiency of practical administration 
and¢nothing is more necessary to efficiency than proper organization 
from the ground up.

The materials may be hauled to the 
site at odd times, and piled so as to 
be convenient for working. 


The wooden forms for the concrete 
may be either fixed ov movable. Fixed 
forms are merely two boxes’ without 
top or bottom, which fit one within 
the other with an §&-Inch space be- 
tween for the concrete. Such forms 
are made of 2 by 4 inch etudding 
spaced two fect and sheathed next to 
the concrete wall with I-inch siding. 
The forms should be held in place at 
the bottom by timbers called “I{ners,” 
and should be well braced.

Twelve Apost'es. The history of the 
relics does not end her, however, for
